The Groat Naval Review. 

We publish to day the London Tivics' 
account ol'tlio threat naval review off Spit- 
head on tho 1-1 Hi of July in honor of ihc 
Sultaif of Turkey and the Viceroy of 
Egypt. The display was magnificent, 
and was rendered doubly attractive- by 
the presence of ITcr Majesty in the Royal 
yacht. Unfortunately the weather was 
unpropitious; consequently the sham en- 
gagement with tho forts did not result as 
successfully as was hoped. Tlio distin- 
guished visitors appear to have beongrently 
impressed with what they saw and heard 
while in England ; for no sooner did the 
Sultan return to his capital than he com- 
menced a series of reforms in the Govern- 
ment of his country by culling around 
him a Cabinet composed equally of 
Christians and Moslems, and ordering a 
Commission to proceed to Crete and in- 
quire into the causes that led to the late 
rebellion of the Candians. It will thus 
be seen that the most beneficial results 
are likely to flow from the visit of the 
Commander of the Faithful to England. 
He lias witnessed the wonderful progress 
ill everything that contributes to the glory 
and prosperity of a country and the con- 
tentment and happiness of its people ; 
and ho has, in spito of previous convict- 
ions and prejudices, been brought to 
acknowledge that. these blessings 
spring from the beneficent influence cf 
Christianity and the priceless boon of 
Constitutional Government. No wonder 
His Excellency has gone home to emulate 
the noble example of our Mother Country 
— and in face of the fact that we have 
" almost persuaded the Sultan to be a 
Christian,'' and conferred a lasting benefit 
upon his people, is there a Briton who 
regrets the princely reception that was 
extended to the illustrious ruler of 40,- 
000.000 Musselmen ?

Details of the Naval Review. 

[From tho London Times, Jtjly 18.] 

The time-worn adage that "man pro- 
poses and Providence disposes" received 
another exemplieaiiori in what may almost 
be called the "intended" naval review in 
honor of tho Sultan yesterday. Thord 
was a fleet of men-of-war such ns has 
never hitherto been brought together ; 
thero wero fleets of yachts, fleets of 
pleasure bouts, Royal and illustrious visi- 
tors in numbers. Nothing was wanted to 
insure sureess but fair winds and clear 
skies. Had the south-western coast been 
favored with these, all would havo beou 
well, and the Sultan would have seen a 
naval review on a scale of such magnitude 
as has never been attempted in England 
before. Fine weather only was essential 
to success, and it was exactly this es>cn- 
tial that, was u airing. To say that the 
wea;her was bad would hardly do justice 
to Us inclemency. Hud weather in July 
is generally looked for at Spithend, and 
comes pretty nearly as regularly as the 
month itself. The time chosen on this 
occasion was above all full of evil por- 
tents, for it was tho time of tho spring 
tides and at the ehango of the moon 
Nevertheless, even those best versed in 
tho uncertainties of an English climate 
wi re not prepared fur the storms of wind 
wheh BJvept over Spithead yesierday, 
and effectually put a stop to all the evo- 
lutions which compose a naval review. 
MOortiNO or this flekt. 

Tho whole fle t was moored in two 
magnificent lines, the flag-ship of the Port 
Division being that most superb of all 
English three deckers, the Victoria, ami 
that of the starboard tho huge five-masted 
Minotaur, one of the great leviathans of 
our irou fleet.

followed by the Osborne, Pelicon, En- 
chantress, and other vessels placed at tho 
disposal of visitors. A rumour run from 
ship to ship that, by the desire of her 
Majesty, no salute should be fired, and 
that the yards should not be manned as 
she steamed b twecn the lines of the fleet. 
But whether this was a false alarm, or a 
niomor.tnry lull in the weather caused a 
change in the Royal purpose, certain it is 
that as the Victoria and Albert drew near 
the leading vessol of the Port Division, 
proceeding between the Daphne anil 
VVaterwiteh, the crews of all the men-of- 
war were thrown alolt inlo the shrouds, 
and first a gun from the Dane — the Podor 
Skrnin — followed by another from the 
Italian corvette, seemed to unloose the 
muzzles of the Biitish fleet, and from 
ship to ship the flic ran, now rising in a 
thundering crash through the abating 
storm, or dying away in a hoarse, rough 
murmur in the midst of an angry squall, 
The effect of the great masses of men in 
the shrouds was scarcely inferior to that 
produced by their tapering ranks as we 
had seen tliem when they maimed the 
yards. 

It was near three o'clock 
(Jiuth's yacht anchored, mid 
nonudo seemed to have produt 
to cany out as far as was pi 
rest of the programme 
according ly signalled , 
the gunboats to attack the forts V The 
answer was " Yes,'' ami the attack was 
ordered by the signal "Weigh, ami attack 
forts,'' end this was Cone at once, with a 
noisy good will which left nothing to be 
desired on tho part of those who had come 
down to hear a cannonade.

The gunboats, under the command of 
Captain Hood, of the Excellent, began 
moving about like to many mosquitoes, 
and tit one.- proceeded in two divisions 
to attack tho Portsmouth defences, and 
to represent as far as could be done by 
such small fry an attempt to force the 
harbour.
